Indianapolis, Ind., May 10—The so- 


called drug trust waa .perpetually en- 
joined on Thursday from continuing 
its operations by the entering of a 
decree in the United States circuit 
court for the district of Indiana on 
the complaint of the United States, 
filed by Joseph B. 
Keallng, United 


States district attorney. 


The defendants-, ninety-two in num- 


ber, who are the members, officers, 
directors, agents and attorneys of the 
National Association' of Retail Drug- 
;ists,. the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists' Association, tripartite proprie- 
tors, black list manufacturers, direct 
contract proprietors, wholesale 
pro- 


prietors and Charles O. 
Bombaugh, 


are perpetually enjoined 
from 
com- 


bining and 
conspiring 
to restrain 


trade In drugs, ilx prices by agree- 
nent, .blacklist 
retailers who cut 


prices or refuse to soil to any retail- 
er on equal terms.

LITTLE DISHES. 


Chartreuse of -Orange an 
Improve- 


ment Over the Usual Form of 


• 
Jelly—Pineapple Marmalade 


and Peach Cream. 


Chartreuse- D'Orange.—Make a clea 


orange jelly with one and one-hal 
pints of water, six oranges, sugar to 


' taste, one and one-half ounces of gel 


atln; divide four/oranges into quar 
ters, have two plain -molds,, one ,abou 
one and one-quarter inches more in 
diameter than the other; pour a little 
jelly in the bottom of the large mold; 
place in '|;h!s a layer of orange quar 
tors, cover with more jelly, but. jusi 
enough to get a smooth surface; sei 
on ice to set; when quite firm put 
the jsmall mold- inside of large one 
right in the, center, so, that the va> 
. cant place between the molds be the 
same; in this vacant place put more 
orange quarters, filling up with jelly 
till tho whole spac'e is filled. Place 
on the ice; whip one pint of cream 
with one-half ounce of dissolved gel- 
atin, and some 
sweetened 
orange 


juice, adding a little at a time, else 
the cream will not rise in a froth; 
when the cream is ready and the jelly 
set, remove the inner mold by pouring 
warm water into it, and fill the space 
of .the chartreuse with the whipped 
cream. 
Set on ice for an hour, turn 


out, and serve. 
• 


Pineapple' Marmalade.—-Grate 
two 


large, fully ripe pineapples,: and to 
each pound o f ' the fruit thus pre- 
pared add three-quarters pound 
of 


loaf sugar, the juice of two lemons, 
and the grated yellow rind of hall 
a lemon. 
Bring to the boiling point 


quickly and cook until clear^ which 
will take about one hour. 
Skim often 


and> when done, seal in small jars. 


Peach Cream.—Wash two cups of 


canned peaches, rub through a. sieve, 
and cook for three minutes in a sirup 
made of boiling a cup of sugar with 
one of water. 
Have soaked one-half 


package of gelatin. 
Add this to tHe' 


sirup and peaches..' Stir a few mo- 
ments to dissolve the gelatin. Place 
in.a. pan of snow or ice water, beat 
until nearly cold, add'whites of six 
egg's beaten stiff. 
Beat all the mix- 


ture until it begins to harden. 
Pour 


into mold, set on ice or In cold place. 
Serve with cream. 


Banana Compote.—Make a sirup of 


four tablespoonfuls of water and four 
tablespoonfuls of sugar; add the rind 
of one-half lemon, two cloves, one Inch 
of stick cinnamon; cook ten minutes, 
then drop into the sirup six bananas 
cut into fourths. 
It is best to cook 


just enough pieces, of banana at a 
time to cover tho bottom of the sauce- 
pan. 
When the fruit becomes trans- 


parent and soft take it up carefully, 
put into a pretty dish and pour over 


; the sirup. 
Cool and serve with whip- 


ped cream, slightly sweetened and fla- 
vored with lemon.

as is usually the case, the box will re- 
quire a greater height in front, to 
'make it set level, as shown in Fig. 2. 


The box should be well nailed or 


screwed together and should then be 
painted all over to make it more dura- 
ble. 
A number of one-half inch holes 


should be drilled in the bottom, thus 
allowing the excess water to run out 
and prevent rotting the plants and 
box. 


Having completed tho bare box, it 


may be trimmed to suit the fancy of 
the maker. 
Tho design shown in Fig. 


1 is very simple and easy to construct 
but may be replaced with a panel or 
other design.

Trimming having too rough a sur- 


face will bo found unsuitable for this 
work, as it is difficult to fasten and can- 
not be split as well as smooth trimming.

useful in trimming, especially for 1111 
ing-in purposes, and by using them tho 
operation o£ splitting Is avoided. After 
tho box Is trimmed, the rustic worlc 
should be varnished, in order to thor- 
-oughly preserve it, as well as Improve 
its appearance. 


The importance of good seed can. 


hardly 
bo overestimated. 
A good 


many failures iu seeding down the 
grasses result from insufficient prep- 
aration o£ the land, but many failures 
result also from the use of seed which 
has lost much, or all, of Its vitality, 


Other things being equal, rich land 


requires more- seed than poor land, 
and wet land more than dry. A well- 
prepared seedbed requires less than 
one poorly prepared, because a larger 
proportion of the seed finds a chance- 
to germinate. A single pound of tim- 
othy seed to the aero, if every seed 
produced a thrifty plant, would give 
27 plants on every square foot of 
land. 
Since \i to 15 pounds of tlin- 


othy are usually required to secure 
a good stand, it is evident that Only 
a small proportion of tho seed sown 
on even the best prepared land pro- 
duces plants. 
* 


On rough, cloddy land the propor- 


tion is much smaller. 
No absolute 


rules can bo laid down for deter- 
mining tho amount of seed to sow. 


must consider all the circum- 


stances and he governed accordingly. 
A beginner will do well to consult 
those who have fanned in his local- 
ity for many years, and if such ex- 
perience is not available, to use a 
liberal allowance of seed uutil he has 
learned the proper "amount. 


•When mixtures are sown, a num- 


ber 
of 
considerations 
govern 
tho 


amount of each kind to uso. In sow- 
ing grasses and clover together it is 
customary to sow 
enough of both 


for a full stand. But If several grasses 
are used in tho mixture, the n mount 
of each is usually somewhat reduced. 
In parts of tho timothy region, It Is 
customary to add more or less rod- 
top to the timothy and clover, except 
when the hay is grown for sale; but 
the amount of timothy seed Is not 
thereby reduced. • 


The amount of each kind oC seed 


to be used depends partly 
on 
how 


much of each kind oC grass is de- 
sired in tho hay. Rcdtop is usually 
added as a filler to increase the yield, 
rather than because of Its desirability 
in the hay, and hcnco the proportion j 
of its seed is small. Some authorities 
recommend that nearly as much of 
each seed bo used in a. mixture as If 
it were to be sown alone, and this 
Is a very good rule it one is not sure 
of the quality of the seed. A general 
rule is to reduce the amount of each 
kind of seed in proportion to tho num- 
ber of kinds in the mixture. This rulo 
should be used with much caution, yet 
It is a guide of some value.

On our farm we have made it n 


practice every spring to set out Rome 
trees. We choose this season of tho 
year because we have had bettor suc- 
cess In getting them to. grow than wo 
have by planting them In tho fall. This 
holds good not only with forest trees, 
but also with fruit trees and even 
strawberries. 


Of late .years we have been putting 


our trees along the highway and now 
we have sonic beautiful trees growing 
there. Some of those we set our first 
are now six or seven inches in diame- 
ter, having made this growth in the 
last 15 years. And these, too, being 
hard or sugar inaplea/ have grown as 


$ly as any trees, almost, that one 


might choose to set out. In our state,

serving liquid. Add gelatine to stock, 
then lemon juice. 
Cook to boiling 


point and add strained liquid. Season 
with salt and pepp'er. Beat whites of 
eggs, add the remaining wine, and 
dilute with one cup of hot mixture, 
stirring until ready to boil. Place on 
back of range, and let stand for 20 
minutes.

jelly bag. Aspic jelly, cut into cubes,
